To the Citizens of Windham: 

Last year the Windham School District appointed 
the School Board to make a report on the question of. 
consolidating the Windham Schools partially or 
wholly. 


The School Board submits this report having 
adopted the plan of consolidating three of the four 
schools now open at Windham Center. Under this 
plan the pupils of No. 5 School and No. 3 School may 
be accommodated at No. 6 School by enlarging the 
latter and making it into a two room building. 

In a survey made by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, it is suggested that the building as it is now may 
be used by adding tvo wings 13x20 to the west side 
of the building and using the remaining section, 
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12x25, of the old building as an entrance, cloak room 
and chemical toilets. Such an arrangement will 
produce two rooms with entrances and toilets easily 
Supervised by one or both teachers. 

This arrangement will permit two teachers to 
divide the work of three schools, one having the 
upper four grades, the other the lower four.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Windham School Board: 


It gives me pleasure to present to you my tenth 
annual report. It also is gratifying to report that the 
work of the School Board is better organized and 
conducted than at any time during my tenure 
of office. While the school system is not 
large and the detail: of administration are light, never 
the less, the spirit of the School Board has been to see 
to it that affairs are systematically conducted and 
that every dollar is used to the best advantage of the » 
Windham pupils. 

The most important factor that has been discover- 
ed concerning the schools this year is that about 
eighteen percent of our pupil= are nct working up to 
the full achievement. Such cases are not due to in- 
efficient teaching, as might be expec:ed, but many of 
these cases, if not all, are with us because we did not 
previously know of their existence, owing to lack of 
accurate means of detecting them. With these cases 
prcperly undevstood by the teacher and all cther 
children properly graded, our schools are in a way to 
accomplish one of the best year’s work we have had. 

Miss Grace Ward, of Keene Normal School is do- 
ing an excellent piece of work at No. 6, and Miss 
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Esther Netsch, who took Miss Katherine Sharon’s 
place at No. 3 school, is strong in her first year of 
teaching. The work of the other two teachers who 
have previously been with us is highly commendable. 
I believe these teachers are all working with enthus- 


iasm and proper purposes. They are all heartily 
commended.
